FORBIDDING THE HOARD-

By virtue of the authority 
vested in me by section five (8) 
of the act of Oct. 6, 1917, as 
amended by section two of the 
act of March 9, 1933, and titled 
‘An act to provide relief in the 
existing national emergency in

Neun, Beaten for the May- 
oralty, Remains as Presi- 
dent of the Board for Two 
Years More. 


The complete Democratic ticket 
of 14 Aldermen was elected yester- 
day, giving the Board of Aldermen 
a Democratic majori‘, for the first 


time in its history. 

The party lineup, when the Board 
starts its hew session on April 18, 
will be 16 Democrats and 13 Re- 
publicans. The new Democratic 
members had pluralities ranging 
from 18,780 to 22,507 in the press 
tabulation of returns. 

President Neun of the Board of 
Aldermen, Republican, who was de- 
feated for Mayor, will remain for 
two years as presiding officer of 
the board. As president he has a 
vote on all questions. Neun, alder- 
manic head since 1923, was elected 
in 1931 to his present term, which 
will expire in April, 1955. 

The new Aldermen will represent 
the odd-numbered wards. Election 
is by city-wide vote. The 14 Al- 
dermen representing even-num- 
bered wards have until 1935 to 
serve. Twelve of these Aldermen 
holding over are Republicans. Two 
are Democrats, elected in the na- 


‘tional landslide last November to 


fill vacancies, being the first mein- 
bers of their party on the board, 
which was created in 1915 by the 
new city charter. 

If the two vacancies—caused by 
the death of two Republican Alder- 
men—had not occurred, the Repub- 
licans would have retained control 
of the board, 15 to 14.

Nine Incuttibents Defeated. 


Nine incumbents are among the 
14 defeated Republican candidates. 
Two of them had been members of 
the Board of Aldermen since it was 
established in 1915—Edward W. 
Wiehe, Fifth Ward, and John A. 
Fett, Eleventh. Wiehe, vice-presi- 


chairman of the Public Utilities and 
Special Transportation Committees 
of the board. Fett, who retired as 
a blacksmith years ago and who 
has been known as “Honest John,” 
has been chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Streets, Sewers and Wharves. 
In this position Fett bore the brunt 
of much of the opposition to the 
street widening program. 

The board is losing its vice-presi- 
dent, Edward L. Kuhs, one of the 
defeated Republicans. He has been 
close to Comptroller Nolte and 
some politicians thought this might 
help him win. Kuhs, a real estate 
and automobile dealer, has been an 
Alderman since 1924.

crats have been retained in skilled 
technical positions, and there are 
numerous Democrats in the Fire 
Department. 

The air of festivity which has 
prevailed at City Hall on Many past 
election nights was wholly lacking 
last night. The Mayor’s office, and 
other offices where Republican vic- 
tories have been celebrated in the 
past, were dark. At the Hlection 
Board office, across the street, Re- 
publican workers gathered early in 
the evening to watch the unofficial 
count. They dispersed as the pre- 
einct returns, from the start, 
showed Dickmann’s preponderating 
lead over Neun. 

For the first two hours of the 
‘count, when the returns received 
were mostly from the downtown 
wards, Madden was also in the lead 
for Comptroller. At one time, with 
more than 100 of the city’s 669 pre- 
cincts reported, Madden was shown 
about 3000 ahead. Between 10:30 
and 11 p. m., when the returns from 
the large residential wards began 
to appear heavily, Nolte took the 
lead, which grew rapidly thereafter. 

Record Municipal Vote. 

The total vote, as shown in the 
| unofficial count, was 297,543, or 77.2 
per cent of the registration of 385,- 
012. This was a record vote for 
‘the spring municipal election, the 
highest pievious total being about 
| 240,000 in 1925. The votes cast for 
the Socialist and Communist can- 
didates, which were not shown in 
the press tabulation, will appear in 
the official count, and will increase 
the percentage. The Socialist and 
Communist vote here last Novem- 
ber reached a total of 6987, but 
these parties usually make a much 
‘smaller showing in local than in 
national elections. 

City employes went about their 
work philosophically, and some 
jested about “moving day” and 
about possible jokers in the “new 
deal,” but these wheezes brought 
few laughs. Some of the older em- 
ployes, anticipating early de- 
parture, began clearing their desks 
of personal papers. 

Elements of strength in Dick- 
mann’s campaign were the early 
support of William L. Igoé, who is 
now president of the Police Board, 
though he did not hold that post- 
tion when his active support of 
Dickmann began; and the work 
done by an advisory group headed 
by former Judge Jesse A. Mce- 
Donald, head of Dickmann’s pre- 
primary organization. Igoe, after 
his Police Board appointment, 


ceased to make speeches for 
— = but continued to meet 
with his advisory group. Neun, 
while he had the support of a sub- 
stantial body of professional and 
business men, was handicapped by 
his official relation to Mayor Mil- 
ler’s administration, though that 
relation has not been a very cordial 
one. Mayor Miller, now in the 
East because of iliness, took no 
art in the campaign. 
r The election was an oréerly one, 
with few charges of fraud or at- 
tempted fraud. At the poiling place 
of the Twenty-third Ward, eight- 
eenth precinct, E. G. Johnson, 
4606 Vernon avenue, was preparing 
his ballot when a stranger appeared 
and asked for a ballot in Johnson's 
name. The stranger was arrested. 
Another man was arrested for try- 
ing to vote the name of a voter 
who had not yet appeared in per- 
son. 

Other arrests included those of 
two Negroes, a man charged with 
attempting to vote another’s name, 
and a woman who thought it would 
be all right for her to vote in her 
sister’s name, the sister being sick 
in bed. 

In last November’s election, with 
a registration only 3463 larger than 
that of this election, but with a 
total vote exceeding 357,000, the 
Democratic candidates for local of- 
fices had majorities of 59,000 to 99,- 
000, while President Roosevelt car- 
ried the city by 102,857, Senator 
Clark by 77,000 and Gov. Park py 
44,000. 

Neun Loses Negro Vote. 

Dickmann carried 16 wards, and 
Neun 12. But Dickmann’s ward 
pluralities were substantial, decisive 
ones—2490 in “Jimmy” Miller’s 
Fourth Ward, 2564 in the Seventh, 
2382 in the Third, 2352 in the Eight- 
eenth, 2466 in the Twenty-seventh, 
1803 in the Eighth and 1451 in the 
Ninth, the last named a brewery 
ward and one-time Republican 
stronghold. 

Neun’s best lead was 1050 in the 
Twenty-third Ward. In the Nine- 
teenth, which has the largest Negro 
régistration in the city, Neun was 
only 374 ahead, and in the Sixth, 
having the next largest Nezro vote, 
he led by 713. He lost the Fourth, 
Fifth, Sixteenth, Seventeenth and 
Twentieth Wards, where the Negro 
vote is heavy. He carried his own 
ward, the Twenty-eighth, by 997, 
and the Twenty-fifth by 607. 

The wards carried by the candi- 
dates for Mayor were: Dickmann 
—First-Fifth, inclusive, Seventh, 
Eighth, Ninth, Eleventh, Sixteenth, 
Seventeenth, Eighteenth, Twentieth, 
Twenty-second, Twenty-sixth and 
Twenty - seventh: Neun — Sixth, 
Tenth, Twelfth-Fifteenth, inclusive, 
Nineteenth, Twenty-first, Twenty- 
third, Twenty-fourth, Twenty-fifth 
and Twenty-eighth. 

Madden Carries Eight Wards. 

Madden, for Comptroller, carried 
the Third, Fourth, Fifth, Seventh, 
Eighth, Ninth Seventeenth and 
Twentieth wards, though running 
behind Dickmann in all of them. 
Nolte ran ahead of Neun in all 
wards, and his ward pluralities 
reached 5614 in the Thirteenth, 5557 
in the Twenty-fourth, 4299 in the 
Twenty-eighth, 3728 in the Twenty- 
fifth and 3008 in the First. 

Of the wards carried by Dick- 
mann, the First, Second, Eighth, 
Ninth, Eleventh and Sixteenth are 
normally Republican, and the Fifth 
was one of the four wards which 
President Hoover carried last No- 
vember. Dickmann’s attempt to 
capitalize the beer legislation of the 
Roosevelt administration and of the 
Democratic State regime was suc- 
cessful, as shown by his carrying 
the Ninth and Eleventh, and al- 
most bréaking even with Neun in 
the Tenth, all known as brewery 
wards. His appeal to the Negro 
vote also broke the force of what 
has in past elections been a pre 
vailing source oof Republiacn 
strength here. 

Dickmann’s piurality of. more 
than 15,000, with no indepéndent 
candidate to divide his opponent’s 
strength, will stand high in the 
records of the last half-century of 
St. Louis municipal elections. Most 
of the Republican majorities in 
mayoralty élections have been 
small, as compared with the big 
leads normally given here to Re- 
publican présidential candidates. 
In 1897 Henry Ziegenhein, Repub- 
lican, had a plurality of 24,000 over 
his Democratic opponent, but the 
independent candidate got more 
than 18,000 votes. Rolla Wells, 
Democrat, was elected in 1901 by 
a split of the opposition, the com- 
bined vote of the two candidates 
against him being more than 20,- 
000 in excess of his vote. Wells’ 
re-election in 1905 was by 1300 
plurality, and some 2000 less than 
a majority. Henry W. Kiel, Re- 
publican three-term Mayor, had 
small leads in 1913 and 1921, but 
won by more than 23,000 in 1917.

get. In the absence of Mayor Mil- 
ler, the Board of Estimate consists 
of Nolte, acting Mayor Walter J. 
G. Neun, whom Dickmann defeated 
yesterday, and Alderman Edward

Board of Aldermen while Neun acts 
as Mayor. 

Comptroller Nolte’s note of invi- 
tation was: 

My Dear Mr. Dickmann:

May I suggest that on Monday, 
April 10, at 10 a. m., you sit with 
the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment in my office in the 
deliberations of the estimates in 
the preparation of the .budget for 
the next year. 

Your aid and counsel are de- 
sired in the preparation of a 
budget that will keep the expen- 
ditures within the estimated rev- 
enues.

“Barney” to His Friends, Is 44—Went to 
Work in Teens in Father’s Realty Busi- 
ness—Served in Marine Corps. 


Bernard F. Dickmann, a burly 
man with the huge chest of the 
professional wrestler and the head 
of the traditionai statesman, cocked 
his derby on his head today at the 
slight slant taught him in the Ma- 
rine Corps in 1918, and went down- 
town to prepare to take over the 
reins of the city government April 


18 as Mayor of St. Louis. 

The Mayor-elect, who is “Bar- 
ney” to his friends, is the first 
bachelor to be chief executive of 
the city for half a century. This 
will be his first public office. He 
is 44 years old and resides with 
two sisters, Miss Mayme Dickmann 
and Mrs. Anna Curry, his twin, at 
3446 Halliday avenue. 

Inseparable from him today, as 
he had been throughout their lives, 
is his younger brother, Otto J. 
Dickmann, built in the same mas- 
sive proportions that characterize 
all the four sons of the late Jo- 
seph F. Dickmann, real _ estate 
dealer and former Sheriff of St. 
Louis. 

Close pals from childhood, Ber- 
nard and Otto went to the pa- 
rochial schools, started to work 
when in their teens, went into the 
real estate business with their fa- 
ther when they were still less than 
20 years old. 


Served in Marine Corps. 


During the crowded days of 1918, 
Bernard decided it was time they 
went into the service. Bernard was 
then 30. The Marine Corps was 
his selection and it went as a mat- 
ter of course that it was Otto’s, too. 

Bernard was rejected for enlist- 
ment because he had defective ear 
drums—“you’d go déaf in three 
days on the rifle range,’ the re- 
cruiting Sergeant told him. He 
applied for a waiver through Con- 
gressman Igoe, now president of 
the Board of Police Commissioners. 
Shortly the Marine Corps informed 
him that he would be accepted. He 
enlisted in June, 1918. So did Otto. 

Together they went through the 
recruits’ “mill” at Parris Island. 
Together they went into the balloon 
detachment at Quantico—“you both 
meet the qualifications—over 200 
pounds—so away you go and don't 
get separated,” one of the Sergeants 
told them. 
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So they served to the end of the 
war. They returned to work for 
“the Boss” as the six Dickmann 
children called their father. Ber- 
nard, with a flair for leadership-- 
he was a gunnery Sergeant in the 
Marine Corps—helped organize 
Clarence Sodemann Post of the 
American Legion, became a mem- 
ber of the St. Louis Real Estate 
Exchange, was elected to its board 
of directors, finally in 1931 became 
president, a post he still holds. 

Dickmann is president-treasurer 
of the Joseph F. Dickmann Real 
Estate Co., which has offices at 
623 Chestnut street. 


Also Dickmann is the first Demo- 
cratic Mayor in St. Louis in 24 
years, the last having been Rolla 
Wells, who served from 1901-09. 

He and Otto are mempers of the 
Elks lodge. Fernard became its 
Exalted Ruler in 1929, served three 
terms, enteréd heartily into its 
benevolent activities among. chil- 
dren and the poor. 

Treasurer of State Committee. 

In Democratic politics Bernard 
Dickmann was also active and in 
1930 became treasurer of the State 
Committee, a position he still re 
tains. 

As president uf the Real Estate 
Exchange, he was a leader in the 
campaign for reduction of real es- 
tate taxes, presenting a plan for 
municipal economies to make up 
for thé resulting decrease in reve- 
nue.

Aldermen a bill carrying the ap- 
propriations. The Board of Alder- 
men does not have authority to in- 
crease these appropriations but 
may decrease them. By reduction 
of budget appropriations the Re- 
publican Board of Estimate could 
force reduction in the payrolls of 
various departments, causing few- 
er persons to be employed or lower 
wages to be paid. 

All bills introduced in the Board 
of Aldermen carrying appropria- 
tions must be referred to the Board 
of Estimate and be approved by 
it before they can be passed. The 
Mayor’s contingent fund is subject 
to approval of the Board of Esti- 
mate. The Mayor’s salary fixed by 
the Charter is $10,000 a year, but 
it has been the practice to provide 
him with a contingent fund of 
$12,500 a year for which he ac- 
counts only in general terms. Dick- 
mann in his campaign said he would 
use the contingent fund for relief 
of destitution and unemployment. 

Most of the 7000 city jobs are in 
the departments whose heads coin- 
prise the Board of Public Service. 
These are the departments of Pub- 
lic Utilities, Streets and Sewers, 
Public Welfare, Public Safety and 
President of the Board of Public 
Service. 

The Department of Public Util- 
ities has about 1300 employes, with 
1100 in the water division; the De- 
partment of Streets and Sewers, 
about 1600; the Department of Pub- 
lic Welfare, about 3200, taking in 
employes of the park’ division and 
of the hospitals and other institu- 
tions; Department of Public Safe- 
ty, about 1200, including the fire- 
men. 

The Efficiency Board controls 
these jobs, making up from exami- 
nations eligible lists from which 
appointments and promotions are 
made. The Efficiency Board, how- 
ever, is appointed by the’ Mayor and 
in the past it has functioned largely 
along political lines. 


Comment by Neun. 


In this connection Neun said in 
one of his campaign speeches: 
“There happen to be only about 700 
jobs in our city government which 
are not in the classified service, so 
a promise to give jobs promiscuous- 
ly to the unemployed is a pledge 
that no one can keep without vio- 
ation of the city charter and his 
oath of office.” 

Dickmann in campaign speeches 
promised to reduce the number on 
the city payroll and otherwise cut 
down the city expenditures. At 
present rates of pay the city jobs 
require an expenditure of about $7,- 
850,000 a year. 

The Charter provisions intended 
to take the classified service em- 
ployes out of politics follow: “No 
person in the classified service or 
seeking admission thereto shall be 
appointed, reduced, suspended, dis- 
charged or in any way favored or 
discriminated against because of 
his political or religious opinions or 
affiliations,” and “No appointment 
or promotion in the classified ser- 
vice shall be made except from 
names certified by the board as 
herein provided, or as herein pro- 
vided for temporary service.” 

The Mayor has no control over 
the offices of Collector, Treasurer 
and Sheriff, which are filled by 
election. The Police Department is 
operated by a board appointed by 
the Governor, but the police are 
paid out of city funds. The Mayor 
is an ex-officio member of the Po- 
lice Board, and may sit with the 
other four members and vote, if he 
wishes. Usually, however, the 
Mayor does not participate in the 
board’s actions. 

The Mayor also has a seat and a 
voice in the Board of Aldermen, 
with the privilege of introducing

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TWO SURVIVORS 
OF AKRON JUMPED 
BEFORE THE CRASH 


Knew They Were Low 
Over Water and Did Not 
Feel Like ‘Getting Caught 


An a Trap.’ 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 5.—The only 
two enlisted mer surviving the 
crash of the Akron jumped par- 
tially clear of the crumpling ship 
just before it hit the water, it was 
disclosed today. 

To this act they attributed their 
escape, according to Paul H. Har- 
ris, second class pharmacist’s mate 
of the Coast Guard destroyer 
Tucker, which yesterday landed the 
three surviving members of the 
Akron’s crew at Brooklyn Navy 


Yard. 

The one commissioned officer 
survivor, Lieutenant - Commander 
Herbert V. Wiley, gave his story to 
the press late yesterday, but the 
enlisted men, Second Class Machin- 
ist’s Mate Moody E. Erwin and 
Boatswain’s Mate Richard E. Deal, 
were still una>le to see visitors to- 
day at the Navy Yard hospital. 

Harris was sent over to the Ger- 
man rescue tanker, Phoebus, at 
dawn in the Tucker’s lifeboat, to 
give first aid to the survivors. After 
vainly assisting in the attempts to 
resuscitate Chief Radio Electrician 
Robert W. Copeland, who had been 
taken aboard the Phoebus alive 
only to die in a few hours, Harris 
treated Irwin and Deal. 

Schnapps the Best Medicine. 

Harris said today that the -Ger- 
man officers gave the two enlisted 
men the medicine they most needed. 

“That was a lot of schnapps,” he 
said. “There was nothing in the 
kit I brought over from our rum 
chaser that did those two men 
nearly so much good.” 

Irwin and Deal told Harris their 
stories. 

“They both said they jumped 
when they felt the ship falling 
with great rapidity,” he said. “They 
did not seem to know how they 
managed to get out of the compart- 
ments, but both said they knew 
they were low over water and did 
not feel like ‘getting caught in a 
trap.’ 

“Erwin and Deal were in differ- 
ent compartments, assigned to dif- 
ferent duties. Neither knew the 
other had jumped. Erwin said he 
guessed he jumped later than Deal 
because he came up under some- 
thing and had to fight blindly to/ 
reach the surface. 

“Deal said he seemed to have 
landed in the sea behind the dirigi-| 
ble, as nothing was overhead when 
he came to the surface of the 
water. Deal was badly bruised 
about the right hip. I believe that 
was where he struck from a con- 
siderable height above the water. 

Pair Clinging to Tank. 

“Lieutenant-Commander 
who was rescued first, swam 
toward the Phoebus. He was not 
in the water more than 20 or 3C 
minutes. Deal and Erwin, how- 
ever, weak and shocked, were 
clinging to a gasoline or waiter 
tank that had torn loose from the 
airship. 

“Erwin said he had found the 
tank first and that about 15 min- 
utes later Deal bobbed up and 
grabbed hold on its slippery sur- 
face. The two enlisted men said 
they were so weak they could not 
yell loud enough for their voices to 
carry to the Phoebus. It was about 
two hours before the crew of a 
lifeboat from the Phoebus came 
within range of their voices and 
pulled them to safety.”

THE ARENA AGREES 
70 RECEIVERSHIP 


Terre Haute Clay Products 
Co. in Suit Alleges De- 
fault on Three Bond Is- 
sues Totaling $4,000,000 


Suit for a receiver for the Na- 
tional Exhibition Cc., operating the 
Arena at 5700 Oakland avenue, was 
filed in Federal Court this after- 
noon by Clay Products, Inc., of 
Terre Haute, Ind., a creditor hold- 
ing a judgment for $12,366. 

With the filing of the petition the 
exhibition company entered its ap- 
pearance through Ben G. Brink- 
man, president, and consented to 
the appointment of a receiver. 

The petitioner alleged that there 
had bee ndefaults in three Arena 
bond issues totaling $4,100,000 and 
that income from operation of: the 
properties was insufficient to meet 
expenses. 

The petition set forth that the 
exhibition company bought Forest 
Park Highlands and 54 acres for 
erection of the Arena buildings 
from the estate of Tony Stuever in 
1928. A year later the Arena build- 
ings were completed at a cost of 
about $2,500,000, according to the 
petition. 

The three bond issues, secured by 
deeds of trust on the 54 acres and 
the Arena buildings, were made 
Dec. 1, 1928, it was set forth. An 
issue of $750,000 was secured by a 
first mortgage, $350,000 by a second 
mortgage and $3,000,000 by a third 
deed of trust, according to the pe- 
tition. 

On the first issue of 6% per cent 
first mortgage bonds there is an 
unpaid maturity of $155,000, accord- 
ing to the petition, which said that 
taxes for the last four years were 
unpaid also. The Lafayette-South 
Side Bank & Trust Co. was named 
in the petition as trustee under the 
mortgage. 

The second issue of $350,000, se- 
cured by the second deed, was of 
5 per cent, 10-year debentures. The 
$3,000,000 issue, the petition said, 
was of general and refunding in- 
come bonds, of which $500,000 were 
in series A and $2,500,000 in se- 
ries B. 

Trustees wnder the third mort- 
gage were-named as Brinkman, F. 
W. A. /Vesper, Edward A. Faust, 
Harold\ M. Bixby and Bert Boaz.

Property of Mrs. Henrietta 
Wurts Includes Antiques 
and Paintings.

ROME, April 5.—Mrs. Henrietta 
Wurts of Philadelphia, who died 
Monday in Lucerne, left all her 
property in Rome, estimated to be 
worth hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, to Premier Mussolini, it was 
learned when her will was made 
public yesterday. 

Mrs. Wurts had been a resident 
of Rome for 20 years. She was a 
sister of the late Charlemagne 
Tower, former United States Am- 
bassador to Germany. 

The property includes a fine col- 
lection of silverware that is cen- 
turies old and many valuable 
paintings, among which are several 
Tintorettos. These adorned her rich 
apartment in the old Antici-Mattei 
palace. 

She also willed Mussolini $50,000 
for the upkeep of the property. If 
the Premier rejects the legacy, the 
property will revert to the Gov- 
ernor of Rome, Prince Boncom- 
pagni Ludovisi. 

In either case, the antiques prob- 
ably will be placed in Rome mu- 
seums. 

Mrs. Wurts two years ago gave 
Premier Mussolini the richly-fur- 
nished villa Wurts on Paniculum 
Hill. Mrs. Wurts was the widow 
of Ambassador George W. Wurts.

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MRS. CUSTER, WIDOW 
OF SOLDIER, DIES AT 31 


Author of Books on Army Life 
in. West—Burial Probably 
at West Point. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, April 5.—Mrs. Eliza- 


beth Bacon Custer, widow of Major- 
General George A. Custer who was 
killed at the battle of Little Big 
Horn, Mont., in 1876, died in her 
Park avenue apartment yesterday 
of heart disease. She was 91 years 
old. 

Mrs. Custer spent much of her 
later life writing of army days 
on the Western plains. Her first 
book, “Boots and Saddles.” was pub- 
lished nine years after Gen. Custer 
and his battalion were annihilated 


by the Sioux Indians. 

Until stricken Sunday night, Mrs. 
Custer had been in her usual health 
and had continued her habit of tak- 
ing occasional drives and short 
walks through the Murray Hill sec 


tion of Park avenue. 

Two nieces, Mrs. Charles W. El- 

mer of Brooklyn, and Miss Lula - 
Custer, summoned from her home 
on the old Custer farm at Monroe, 
Michg§ were with her when she died. 
Burial probably will be at West 
Point, where Gen. Custer is in- 
terred. 
Born in Monroe, Mich., the daugh- 
ter of Judge Daniel S. Bacon, she 
first met Custer when he visited 
his sister in Monroe late in 1862. 
He was then a Captain in the Union 
army. They were married two years 
later, and the young bride followed 
her husband until the close of the 
Civil War, in which he rose to the 
rank of Major-General. 

In the army reorganization after 
the Civil War, Custer became a 
Lieutenant-Colonel, assigned to the 
Seventh Cavalry. He was trans- 
ferred to the West and Mrs. Cus- 
ter spent several years with him 
on the plains. 

She waited at Bismarck, N. D., 
while he joined an expeditionary 
force in a campaign against the 
Sioux Indiars in 1876. It was not 
until three weeks after Custer and 
his entire command of 207 men 
were killed that a slow-moving 
steamboat took to her the tragic 
news of “Custer’s Last Stand.”

Amendment No. li would have

Richard 
Murphy was the only Democrat on 
the board of 12 members prior to 
yesterday’s election. 

Six-Year Terms Without Pay. 

Board members serve six-year 
terms without pay. 

Fitzgerald, who lives’ at 8224 
South Broadway, is president of the 
Southern Funeral Home, 6322 South 
Grand boulevard. He has not pre- 
viously held public office, In his 
platform he pledged support of the 
superintendent’s judgment in scho- 
losatic matters and opposed cur- 
tailing school activities or cutting 
teachers’ salaries unless absolutely 
necessary.

Dr. Todd, a physician, completed 
his first term on the board as its 
vice-president.

With final tabulation of votes 
held up in University City over an 
alleged irregularity at a precinct 
polling place, the Civic Voters’ 


League appeared to have won a 
complete victory in the race for city 
offices in yesterday’s election. Re- 
turns are complete in 12 out of 14 
precincts. 

An unofficial tabulation of all of 
the precincts gave David L. Millar 
4431 votes and Mayor Eugene D. 
Ruth Jr., seeking re-election, 3909. 
Twelve precincts showed Charles F. 
Gauen and Walter A. Hays were 
running far behind, with 518 and 
821 votes, respectively. 

A watcher at the polling place of 
the east precinct of the First Ward 
was released on $2000 bond today 
pending investigation of a report 
from election officials that about 
400 ballots were stolen while the 
count was in progress at 2 a. m. 

Ballots Found Missing. 

Loss of the ballots was discovered 
after the count for Mayor and 
other general officials had been 
completed. A total of about 1100 
had been counted in those con- 
tests, but only about 700 ballots 
could be found when the alder- 
manic count began. 

The judges notified City Attor- 
ney Baron and City Clerk Bruns, 
who went to the place and verified 
the discrepancy. Barron called As- 
sociate Prosecuting Attorney Wolfe 
of St. Louis County, who also went 
to the polling place. 
various candidates were questioned 
and one of them, who had left the 
polling place as the count for Al- 
dermen was begun, was taken into 
custody. He declined to make .a 
statement. 

Police, investigating at the watch- 
er’s home, found hot ashes in an 
incinerator in the back yard. Three 
missing ballots also were discovered 
on the floor of a washroom at the 
polling place, behind an unused 
sink. 

Marshal George F. Ward, who 
was ousted as Police Commission- 
er last year after a political con- 
troversy, was running far ahead of 


Bert Bellville. Ward had 4729 
votes, Bellville 2722 in 12 precincts. 

Collector William 8S. Steele was 
ahead, with 4911 votes to 994 for 
his nearest opponent, Edwin J. Ma- 
ruska. Other candidates: A. Sid- 
ney Autenrieth, 545; Edward Web- 
er, 570, Robert D. Estes, 273, and 
M. Burke Scanlon, 326. 

Barken Chosen Alderman. 

Herman Barken, former State 
Representative and League candi- 
date, was elected Alderman from 
the Second Ward, where returns 
were complete. He received 1562 
votes and his nearest opponent, 
Jacob F. Hellrung Jr., a Ruth sup- 
porter, got 1321. Joseph Boxerman 
got 251 votes and Mrs. Frances 
Claiborne Dean, 224. 

In the First Ward, Andrew J. 
Haverstick was leading on returns 
from three of four precincts. The 
vote: MHaverstick, 794; Edward

serve for depreciation, a fund which 
the company may use as it sees fit. 
This fund was sufficient to make 
up the balance of $921,883 needed to 
cover interest charges and still 
leave $621,031 for replacemnt of 
wornout property or other purposes. 

Operating revenue was $12,943,- 
525 compared with $15,929,643 in 
1931, a reduction of $2,986,118, or 
18.7 per cent. Fares numbered 
143,816,823 compared with 181,337,- 
954 the year before, a decrease of 
37,521,131. 

After deducting operating ex- 
penses of $12,192,271, including 
taxes and charges for depreciation 
and injury and damage claims, the 
net operating income was $751,253 
which was the amount available 
for return on property. The return 
was about 1.2 per cent on the valu- 
ation of $65,500,000 allowed by the 
State Public Service Commission. 
The amount set aside for depreci- 
ation was about $700,000 more than 
the commission authorized when it 
fixed the annual allowance for 
railway property at $800,000. 

The report states the company 
purchased during the year its own 
bonds in principal amount of $365,- 
000 for purpose of its sinking fund 
‘and for additional collateral for its 
$10,000,000 bank loan. This bank 
loan was due March 1, 1933, but was 
extended to June 1, or on demand. 
The company now has deposited as 
collateral for this loan $16,625,000 
of the United Railways 4 per cent 
first mortgage bonds. 

The company’s gold notes of 
$2,448,875 came due Jan. 1, 1933, and 
the report states 98.5 per cent of 
the issue was extended to July 1, 
1934, under a plan agreed to by the 
holders. This extension date is the 
date of maturity of the United 
Railways $36,000,000 first mortgage 
bond issue. 

On the operating side the report 
shows that during the year 40 large 
busses were purchased, for which 
notes of $190,750 were given. Bus 
notes totaling $86,537 were paid. 
The company now has 93 busses.

WASHINGTON, April 5.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt issued a statement 
today expressing the hope Prime 
Minister MacDonald could visit him 
here to confer on world economic 
and arms questions, His statement 
said: 

“In the course of informal ex- 
changes ox views between:the Brit- 
ish and ourselves regarding the gen- 
eral economic question and the 
problem of disarmament the Presi- 
dent has felt that a visit to Wash- 
ington by the Prime Minister would 
be helpful. 

“The President ever since his 
first conversation with the British 
Ambassador at Warm Springs has 


emphasized his hope that the Prime 
Minister would come over.” 

While no mention of France was 
made in the statement, Foreign 
Minister Paul-Boncour has assured 
Norman H. Davis, special Ambas- 
sador-at-large, that his Government 
would send representatives to such 
a parley as the President con- 
templates. 

Dispatches from London today 
indicated that MacDonald was 
making arrangements to come to 
Washington during the Easter 
recess of the House of Commons. 

MacDonald could sail either on 
the Olympic leaving April 12, the 
President Roosevelt a day later, or 
the Berengaria April 15. The Brit- 
ish Parliament will be in recess 
from April 13 to April 25. His 
daughter, Ishbel, is expected to ac- 
company him. 

(In accepting an invitation to 
send a war debt mission to the 
United States, Great Britain offi- 
cially stated more than two months 
ago it would be “glad to exchange 
views on other world economic 
problems” at the same time, but 
that decisions on those matters 
“naturally cannot be reached” be- 
fore the world conference takes 
place.) 


Davis Tells France Debts Are Not 
to Be Discussed at Washington. 
By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, April 5—Norman Davis 
continued his talks today with 
French Government leaders, head- 
ed by Premier Edouard Daladier. 
The American Ambassadors in Bel- 
gium and Switzerland, Hugh Gib- 
son and Hugh R. Wilson, respec- 
tively, will come to Paris later to 
discuss the disarmament situation 
with Davis. 

Davis and the Premier discussed 
the Mussolini peace plan, war debts, 
disarmament and the economic con- 
ference in a 35-minute talk today. 

The American views on the sub- 
jects were outlined by Davis, en- 
abling Daladier to present them to 
the Cabinet, which considered the 
Mussolini pact in the afternoon. 

The Premier assured Davis 
France would send experts to the 
preliminary meeting at Washing- 
ton. The American representative 
insisted that debts not be discussed 
during the Washington conversa- 
tions, which would be limited to 


France, Great Britain and America. 
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WORLD COURT UPHOLDS DANISH 
. TITLE TO EASTERN GREENLAND 


Norway Loses in Dispute Over Area 
Known as “Eric the Red” 
Land. 

By the Associated Press. 

THE HAGUE, Holland, April 5. 
—Denmark’s title to Eastern Green- 
land was confirmed today by a de- 
cision of the Permanent Court of 
International Justice in her favor 
in a dispute with Norway over its 
ownership. 

The Norwegians conceded Danish 
sovereignty over the rest of Green- 
land but contended that Norway 
was entitled to a portion of Eastern 
Greenland. A Norwegian expedi- 
tion had landed there in 1931 and 
it was claimed Denmark never con- 
firmed her ownership by colonizing 
the territory. 

The court found that Norway’s 
declaration of occupation and any 
steps which have been taken in 
pursuance of that declaration con- 
stitute a violation of an existing 
legal situation and are accordingly 
unlawful and invalid. The court’s 
decision was reached by a vote of 
12 to 2. 

Norway’s claim was to the “Eric 
the Red” land, a strip of territory 
about 350 miles long on the coast 
between the parallels 71.30 degrees 
north and 76.40 degrees north. 


BRITISH EDITORIAL COMMENT 
ON THE AKRON DISASTER 


Several Newspapers Again Express 
Doubts as to Whether Air- 
ships Are Worth While. 

LONDON, April 5.—Several Lon- 
don newspapers today an_ editori- 
als on the Akron disaster expressed 
again the doubts, aroused when 
the British dirigible R-101 crashed 
in France, as to whether airships 
are worth while. 

The Telegraph said the British 
Government was well advised in 
deciding not to build any more 
airships and that perhaps the 
Washington Government would 
come to the same conclusion. 

The loss of life in such disasters, 
the News Chronicle declared, is so 
deplorably high as to bring into the 
gravest doubt the whole great ex- 
periment. 

An editorial in the Mail asserted 
that accumulating experience drives 
home the conviction that every 
airship voyage, except in the finest 
weather, is a gamble with death. 

“Obstinate mankind will never 
be satisfied until these monsters do 
his bidding,’ the Post said in a 
discussion of the work of such 
craft. 


$70,000,000 GOLD PAYMENT 
TO GREDITORS BY REICHSBANK 


Rediscount Credit Due March 4 to 
Be Met Within the Next 
Few Days. 

BERLIN, April 5.—The Reichs- 
bank has decided-to repay to cred- 
itors during the next few days a 
$70,000,000. rediscount credit in gold 
which was due March 4. This, it 
was said in banking circles, will re- 
duce Germany’s gold coverage to 15 
per cent. 

Hjalmar Schacht, before he be- 
came president of the Reichsbank 
recently, recommended that the re- 
discount credit should not be fig- 
ured as part of the gold coverage.

BERLIN, April 5.—A conflict 


tween the Federal Government and 
the Foreign Press Association, 
representing about 135 foreign cor- 
respondents of more than 20 na- 
tions, has arisen over the Govern- 
ment’s decision to boycott the asso- 
ciation as long as Edgar Mowrer of 
the Chicago Daily News, remains 


its president. 

Mowrer’s book, “Germany puts 
the clock back,” which appeared a 
month before the appointment of 
the Hitler Government, was re- 
garded as so offensive by the Cabi- 
net that Mowrer was informed no 
invitation for any function of the 
association, not even to the tradi- 
tional annual banquet, would be 
accepted. The association by an 
overwhelming vote declined to ac 
cept Mowrer’s offer to resign. 

Says Ambassador Backs Him. 

Mowrer, at a general meeting, 
stated that the great majority of 
his American colleagues, and also 
the retiring United States Ambas- 
sador, Frederic M. Sackett, had 
agreed that the book in nowise 
transcended the limits which @ 
political writer should observe. 

Sackett suggested to Foreign 
Minister von Neurath that the 
latent conflict be bridged, but Jo- 
seph Goebbels, Propaganda Minis- 
ter, on March 30, on behalf of the 
Government, wrote the association 
that it would be boycotted as long 
as Mowrer remained as head. 

Mowrer said: “My standpoint is: 
Responsible foreign newspaper cor- 
respondents must by no social or 
other personal pressure of what- 
ever nature be hindered in the free- 
dom of their criticism insofar as 
they report to their country on the 
basis of unchallengeable material.” 

After the association’s support of 
its head, hints came from various

The public suffers by a lower standard 
of living directly from this creation of 
credit, and, for years to come, its income 
is taxed to repay the debt. As yet, we 
have not paid for the creation of credit 
by the banks for the World War anf, 
until it is paid, we must suffer. Any 
creation of credit without a similar in- 
crease of wealth must necessarily be 
detrimental to those living in the future. 

This type of credit is not to be con-

gre a reservoir of the excess purchasing 
power of the public. The commercial 
borrower in need of purchasing power 


, goes to his bank for it rather than to a 


friend, because the former’s credit is 
more widely acceptable. Provided the 


- bank is satisfied that the venture will 
* gucceed 


in producing sufficient new 
wealth, the bank will not create but rath- 
er exchange its credit (the excess pur- 
chasing power of the public) to the 
commercial borrower for his potential 
ability to produce wealth.

--2 on the banks’ arbitrary power to create 
- credit, but in actuality this takes places 


only in national emergencies. He quite 
overlooks the fundamental fact that ordi- 
nary commercial credit is not created by 
the banks, but is exchanged for that of 
the borrower.

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THE ELECTION. 


For the first time in 24 years, St. Louis has a 
Democratic Mayor and, for the first,time since the 
City Charter was adopted, the Democrats have cap 
tured control of the Board of Aldermen. Yesterday’s 
vote showed that the great tidal wave of last No- 
vember, which carried Mr. Roosevelt into the White 
House and upset such traditional Republican office 
holders as Senators Smoot, Moses and Watson, has 
not spent itself. The Dembdcrats are everywhere in 
the saddle. In St. Louis, to which they restored beer, 
they are invincible. 

Under the circumstances, for Mr. Nolte to escape 
from the general debacle represents not only a bril- 
liant personal victory for him; it also shows that 
the voters of St. Louis have a rare talent for dis- 
crimination. Mr. Nolte’s success contains a lesson 
for public officials. For 16 years he has served the 
city in the office of Comptroller. No breath of scan- 
dal has touched him. He has been a Cerberus at 
the gate of the City Treasury, and so wisely has he 
performed his tasks that St. Louis is distinguished 
among American cities for its financial soundness, 
regardless of the inroads made by the worst depres- 
sion in history. 

We congratulate Mr. Dickmann. He won against 
the formidable opposition of Judge Neun, a tried and 
trusted public servant, who waged, as is his wont, a 
most aggressive campaign. While he has never held 
public office himself, Mr. Dickmann comes from a po- 
litical family. His father was Sheriff and his brother 
is a Judge of the Court of Criminal Correction. In his 
own business, Mr. Dickmann’s qualities of leadership 
have been recognized by his repeated election to the 
office of president of the Real Estate Exchange. He 
is a lifelong resident of St. Louis. | 
Mr. Dickmann has a great opportunity. He cried 
out in his campaign against the abuses that have 
grown up at the City Hall, and promised to give us a 
business-like administration. He can do much to 
sweep away the debris of the Miller administration. 
The practiced eye of City Manager Dykstra of Cin- 
cinnati, who spoke in St. Louis last Monday, saw 
many things in St. Louis which could be remedied. 
They cannot escape the attention of Mr. Dickmann, 
who, in the past few months, has given close study 
to the details of city administration. 

We earnestly hope for Mr. Dickmann a notable ad- 
ministration. In Mr. Roosevelt, he has a model of 
what a public official can do. If Democratic ascend- 
ancy in the State of Missouri has been an unhappy 
experience, Mr. Dickmann can in part redeem the 
party by his actions in St. Louis. In the campaign, 
he dissociated himself from Boss Pendergast and, in 
office, we hope to see him live up to that profession 
of freedom. 

Mr. Neun, meanwhile, continues as president of 
the Board of Aldermen, and he and Mr. Nolte will 
control the Board of Estimate and Apportionment. 
Mr. Neun’s loyalty to St. Louis is unquestioned, and 
we feel sure that he will in no unfair way seek to 
hamper the Dickmann policies. On the other hand, 
by Mr. Nolte’s re-election, the city has achieved in 
a measure that divided control which always min- 
isters to the best kind of government. 

We think the significance of the election is clear. 
For St. Louis, normally a Republican city, to elect a 
Democratic Mayor is a symptom of the troubled times 
through which we are passing. One of every 10 fam- 
ilies in St. Louis is on the relief list and 125,000 per- 
sons are unemployed. If St. Louis is less hard hit 
than other cities, it is still in a state of distress. 
The people want a change. They want new leaders. 
In so far as they can get them at the ballot box, 
they have done so. It is up to the new leaders not 
to disappoint the great expectations that have been 
vested in them—to do everything that is possible to 
be done locally to soften the tragic effects of the 
depression. 
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FATE OF THE FOUR PROPOSITIONS. 

We consider it highly regrettable that the voters 
of St. Louis yesterday failed to approve the bond is- 
sue proposals that would have provided an adequate 
hospital for Negroes. The delay in bringing about 
this important health measure had already been un- 
duly great, and it is unfortunate that it must now 
be prolonged. Both political parties had approved 
the plan to repeal the bond issue item of $1,500,000 
for a northeast approach to the Municipal Bridge, 
an abandoned project, and to transfer that amount 
to the hospital fund. 

Failure of this sensible plan may be attributed 
largely to the lethargy of the voters, for scarcely two- 
thirds of them took the trouble to vote on the mat- 
ter. It is a sad state of affairs when a partisan con- 
test brings out a record vote, and a matter of hu- 
manitarianism, affecting directly and indirectly the 
health of the entire community, fails to produce 
enough ballots to carry. The economic situation, in- 
spiring as it does a desire to curb all forms of spend- 
ing, both wise and unwise, also undoubtedly had its 
effect on this issue. Yet the money involved had al- 
ready been authorized by the voters, and for a pur- 
pose far less important than the Negro hospital. <A 
mere transfer was involved, not a new proposal to 
spend money. 

The present Negro hospital is disgracefully inade- 
quate. The funds now available for a new structure 
fall far short of the city’s needs in this respect, since 
only a 300-bed hospital can be built, instead of the 
600-bed hospital so urgently required. After years 
of promises by both political parties, it is disheart- 
ening that St. Louis should default on this obliga- 
tion. Either the city will have to go through another 
bond election or hospital facilities for 11 per cent 
of our citizens will remain below standard. 

As to the two Charter amendments dealing with 
condemnation procedure, we rejoice that No. 10 was 
adopted and No. 11 was defeated. The first will put 
into practical use the lessons St. Louis has learned 
in its arduous experience with a cumbersome SYB- 
tem of condemning property to be used in public im- 
provements. A major result of the amendment will 
be to establish a permanent condemnation commis- 
sion, to supplant the special appointive bodies such 
as caused a delay of 13 years in getting rid of the 
Lindell bottleneck, and caused the Hall's Ferry 
awards to be denounced by Mr. Nolte as a “gyp.” 

Defeat of Amendment No. 11 has the effect of pre- 
serving the city’s system of paying for major street 
improvements. Agitation among taxpayers in dis- 
tricts where street improvements were proposed led 
to the effort embodied in the defeated amendment to 
have the benefits assessed against surrounding prop- 
erty limited to 15 per cent of the total damage, the 
remainder to be paid from gasoline taxes (50 per 
cent) and general city revenue (35 per cent). Thus, 
property owners in districts where improvements had 


through gasoline and property taxes, for improve- 
ments in other parts of the city. This would have 
worked a clear injustice. 

The system of making benefited districts pay for 
the improvements, which the experience of other 
cities, as well as of St. Louis, has shown to be the 
best one, thus is preserved. There have been some 
injustices and inequalities in the working of this 
system in the past, it is true, but the object of Amend- 
ment No. 10 is to remedy these evils. A victory for 
the most efficient and just manner of making city 
improvements has been achieved by the course taken. 
by the voters on these two amendments.

THE AKRON DISASTER. 

The appalling loss of the dirigible Akron is truly, 
as President Roosevelt expressed it, a national dis- 
aster. The world’s greatest airship, hailed at its 
launching less than two years ago as the ultimate in 
aeronautical development, protected by elaborate 
safety devices, now is scattered wreckage on the sea, 
and only three of the 76 men on board are known to 
survive. Man again has challenged the elements, 
and lost. The “floating fortress of the air” has been 
engulfed by a relentless ocean. The last line of Lieu- 
tenant-Commander Wiley’s report, “Discipline in con- 
trol car perfect,” is a tribute to the gallantry of the 
victims. - 

Until the causes of this catastrophe are definitely 
known, it is unwise to form snap judgments as to 
whether the dirigible is worth while. Despite the 
thunderstorm encountered by the craft, it is evident 
from the surviving officer’s report that the ship was 
not struck by lightning, and did not burn. The few 
details in his report indicate structural defects—the 
ship’s violent shifting, the downward dip of the stern, 
loss of the rudder control, its uncheckable descent 
and final demolition. There remain many questions 
to be answered, and the scheduled inquiry is in or- 
der. Did the ship’s excess weight of 19,000 pounds 
over specifications have a part in the disaster? Was 
the damage done in an accident on an early test flight 
poorly repaired? How about the reported sabotage 
during its construction? 

It would be as fallacious to condemn the dirigible 
because of this disaster as to have condemned the 
super-liner because of the Titanic disaster. It would 
have been equally unwise to acclaim the dirigible as 
perfect because of the Graf Zeppelin’s remarkable 
record of more than 30 ocean crossings, a flight 
around the world and another to the Arctic without 
serious accident. Seemingly, the Germans, whether 
by chance or through superior skill, have been spared 
the major dirigible disasters that have been visited 
upon France, England, Italy and this country. Each 
of these disasters has had its cause, later disclosed— 
inflammable gas, faulty piloting, poor construction or 
lightning—and from each have come valuable lessons 
for the future. 

The dirigible is counted on heavily by military men 
as a potent force in war, from its wide cruising range, 
its great capacity for explosives and its transporta- 
tion of fighting airplanes to distant points. We pre- 
fer to view it as a great potential means of commerce 
and travel among the nations, particularly across 
ocean and desert. Col. Lindbergh, commenting on 
the Graf, Zeppelin, said: “The airship has definitely 
established its present-day superiority over heavier- 
than-air craft for transoceanic travel.” The devel- 
opment of man is studded with reverses. The dirigi- 
ble disaster is one price we pay for progress. 
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AS TO THE SCHOOL BOARD. 

Just as we were unable to make recommendations 
for the School Board election, so are we unable to ap- 
praise its results. On the face of the returns, two 
Democrats were elected and two Republican incum- 
bents were re-elected. Theoretically non-partisan, it 
has been the contention of the Democrats that the 
board is preponderantly Republican. That conten- 
tion was the motive power behind the bill in the 
Legislature to make the board bi-partisan. It is to 
be regretted that the board should be subject to po- 
litical considerations. It is concerned only with the 
education of our children and should be above all 
parties and all factions. 

St. Louis, as we suggested the other day, will have 
to give thought to improving our system of School 
Board elections. As it is, voters find it impossible 
to make an intelligent selection of candidates. On the 
ballot yesterday were 14 names, one of them being a 
banker who is under technical arrest in connection 
with an alleged shortage. No city-wide, representa- 
tive organization came forward to advise the voters, 
who, left to their own devices or to the prompting of 
party machines, could only vote blindly. 

Let us put this question on the agenda. 
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A WINNER ALL THE WAY.

Ritchie and the 
Baltimore Sun papers, because Maryland stood shoul- 
der to shoulder with Vermont as one of the states 
which had not ratified the Norris amendment. It 
now gives us great pleasure to set down that Mary- 
land has ratified.

Missouri embalmed the last lame duck Congress after 
the fashion of old King Tut. In all fairness to Ver- 
mont, it should be recorded that the law makers 
from the Green Mountain sugar bushes beat Maryland 
to the forty-seventh place by what rural New En- 
gland calls a “right smart” margin.

The Right to Hoard 


SANTA MONICA, Cal. 

N traveling across the country, it is not 
| easy to keep in touch with what is being 

said privately in Washington. But I have 
seen a few articles written by veteran corre- 
spondents in Washington which betray con- 
siderable anxiety at the accumulation of 
powers by the administration and some ner- 
vousness over the extent to which public 
policy is tending to override individual con- 
duct. The Government and the nation have 
been indeed moving very rapidly away from 
ideas which Mr. Harding once described as 
normalcy and toward conceptions of social 
responsibility which would have been utter- 
ly inconceivable during the post-war decade. 

s . . 


I must report that, among the many dif- 
ferent sorts of people I have talked to in 
crossing the continent, I have yet to meet 
anyone who objected in principle to the di- 
rection in which the administration has 
been moving. The farm bill alone is seri- 
ously criticised, and the criticisms here do 
not involve objection to the theory of Gov- 
ernment action in aid of agriculture, but 
turn, rather, upon the administrative com- 
plexity of the billand upon the arbitrariness 
of its objectives. But even the criticisms 
of the farm bill are not intense. The coun- 
try appears to have become convinced that 
a very considerable measure of social con- 
trol over competitive, individualitsic, specu- 
lative economic enterprise is necessary and 
desirable. 

An interesting sidelight on all this is fur- 
nished by the discussion of the vital prob- 
lem of hoarding of gold and currency. In 
a recent article, Mark Sullivan protests 
very forcibly at the notion that anyone 
should consider measures designed to put 
pressure upon hoarders of currency. For 
some reason, which he does not explain, he 
regards pressure upon hoarders of gold as 
acceptable, but pressure upon hoarders of 
currency he regards as un-American. 

“I am willing,” he says, “to defend the 
right of any man and every man to keep 
whatever part of his money he chooses in 
whatever place he chooses, in his bank or in 
his pocket, or under his mattress, or in the 
kitchen stove, or in an iron pot buried in 
the back yard.”

That is a very generous offer, but I am 
afraid Mr. Sullivan cannot make it good, 
If “every man” decided to keep all his 
money in the mattress, the monetary system 
of this country would be completely ruined, 
and practically universal bankruptcy would 
ensue. The attempt to convert all . bank 
deposits into currency would not merely 
close the banks, but would abolish them. If 
“every man” did what Mr. Sullivan thinks 
every man has a right to do, the attempt 
to convert all the assets of the banks into 
cash would completely destroy the assets of 
the bank. The currency which would then 
be put in the mattress would not only not be 
redeemable in gold, but would simply be 
fiat money. 

Now, it does not seem to me to be sound 
philosophy to say that every man has a 
right to do anything which, in fact, it is im 
possible for every man to do. If it is ime 
possible for all the automobiles. in America 


to drive up Pennsylvania avsnue at 11 4a. 
m. on April 1, then the right of every man 
to drive his car when and where he chooses 
just does not exist.. If a modern currency 
system on the gold standard cannot be 
operated if every man wishes to convert all 
his deposits into gold, then it is absurd to 
talk about the right of every man to with- 
draw gold freely. If a modern financial 
system, with gold convertibility suspended, 
cannot be operated if every man tries to 
convert all deposits into currency, then 
there is no absolute right to hoard currency. 

For, since it is impossible for every man 
to do what Mr. Sullivan says he has the 
right to do—namely, put all his money in 
the mattress—what happens is that those 
who do hoard are those who are trying to 
be smarter than those who: do not. They 
are trying to obtain special security for 
themselves at the expense of others. In 
their efforts to be perfectly safe themselves, 
they make the position of all others much 
more unsafe. If they carry the thing to its 
logical conclusion, moreover, they ruin 
everybody, including themselves. 


There can, therefore, be no right to hoard 
any more than there can be a right to seize 
the best lifeboats at sea or to get the best 
food in a beleaguered city. Modern curren- 
cies and modern banks, the g$ld standard, 
money and credit are based upon the as- 
sumption that the people who use them will 
behave in certain normal ways, and when 
they do not behave that way the whole 
mechanism falls into disorder. 

It follows that the Government and pub- 
lic opinion are not only entitled to insist 
upon standards by which the credit and cur- 
rency mechanism shall be operated, but 
that they must impose sugh standards. The 
standards for those who manage the money 
and credit and are the trustees of the de- 
posits are the banking laws. Those laws 
are obviously going to be drastically re- 
formed. But standards of conduct which 
apply to depositors are also necessary, and, 
while there are practical difficulties in 
writing such standards into the law, there 
is no reason in principle why such standards 
should not be invoked by public opinion 
and emergencies put into law. 

The banker who manages other people’s 
money must obviously be held accountable. 
But you or I or any other man who wishes 
to enjoy the advantages of a banking sys- 
tem also has a social obligation. Thus we 
hold the management of a theater account- 
able for sound construction and safe exits 
in case of fire, but every individual in the 
audience is also accountable for not flying 
into a panic and starting a stampede. 


In our social order, it is an impossible 
form of individualism to say, as Mr. Sulli- 
van does, that the depositor has no social 
obligation. The financial crisis since 1931 
has shown quite clearly the menace of the 
violent movement of deposits from one 
country to another and from one banking 
center to another.

Abandoning a Railroad a 


From the Lincoln (Neb.) Star. 


LTHOUGH not unexpected, the actioa 

of the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
in making a final order permitting the 
Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis & Omaha 
abandon its line from Wynot to Coburn i 
Northeastern Nebraska, means a ruinous 
blow at one of the oldest sections of the 
State and what was formerly one of the 
most prosperous.

Lily Pons Says ‘Main Street’ 
Appreciates Good Music 


Metropolitan Star, Here for Concert, Finds 
American Small Towns More Responsive 
Than Those of Europé, 


Gay and vibrant, in love with 
life, people and her work, Lily 
Pons, coloratura soprano of the 
Metropolitan ,Opera Company, dis- 
cussed her career today with a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, told of mu- 
sic on the air, disclosed that each 
concert was to her “an exciting de- 
but.” 

Yet fame exacts its toll, conced- 
ed the 28-year-old prima donna, 
who makes her first St. Louis ap- 
pearance tonight at the Odeon: dis- 
closing she has decided to retire in 
10 years and “just settle down on 
a farm in Southern France and 
raise chickens and doggies and not 
have to think about anything— 
much.” 

Dressed smartly in a ray tail- 
ored suit, with a striped blouse 
with “Lily” embroidered on it in 
red, she resembled a lithe college 
girl as she sat on a divan in her 
suite at Hotel Statler. The jeweled 
pin of a musical sorority winked 
from the breast of her jacket. 

Suddenly she jumped to her feet 
—100 pounds and eight ounces of 


energy, big brown eyes mirthful, 


golden voice laughing, musical even 
in fun. 

Ita, the Jaguar, Likes Gloves. 

“Your giloves—your gloves—the 
cat, the cat,” she exclaimed. Hast- 
ily, the interviewer crammed his 
gloves in his pocket.

~ DEPLORED BY MEXICO 


Foreign Minister Says: Govern-. 
ment Is Anx‘ous to Correct 
‘‘Absurd’”’ Statements.

MEXICO CITY, April 5.—Answer- 
ing recent attacks here on the ap- 
pointment of Josephus Daniels as 
Ambassador to Mexico, Foreign 
Minister Puig Casauranc has issued 
a statement in which hé quoted a 
part of the United States State De- 
partment’s message to Mexico ask- 
ing for the approval of Daniels’ 
appointment. ; 

The Foreign Minister said the 
Mexican Government was anxious 
to correct the “supposition” that 
the appointment of Daniels was a 
“severe and fearful warning on the 


part of the American Government.” 
The statement read: 

“Various badly informed groups 
have attacked the appointment of 
Mr. Daniels with absurd and even 
calumnious statements. The Gov- 
ernment of Mexico is interested in 
correcting the ‘supposition’ that the 
new American Ambassador has 
been named by his Government ‘as 
a discourteous act embracing a 
stern and fearful warning.’ 

“Contrary to this supposition 
which the Mexican Government will 
not allow to exist through ignor- 
ance of the facts; we quote the 
following -textual language of the 
Department of State of the United 
States in its commiunication to its 
Embassy here March 11. 

“*‘The Department desires also 
that President Rodriguez be as 
sured that President Roosevelt has 
complete confidence in Mr. Daniels, 
who is an old and faithful friend of, 
his, and that the selection of so 
distinguished a national figure and 
intimate associate of the President 
is made with the desire of indicat- 
ing the profound and friendly in- 


terest that this administration has} 


in maintaining the present excel- 
lent rélations between the two 
countries.’

MAN KILLED BY TRAIN 
COLUMBIA U. GRADUATE 


Body Found on Track Identi- 
fied as That of New York 
Social Registerite. 


The body of a man apparently 
killed by a Missouri Pacific train 
near Kirkwood was identified last 
night by papers and a telephoned 
description from New York as that 
of Eli Whitney Barstow Hopkins, 
graduate of the Collumbia Univer- 
sity, class of 1931, who is listed in 
the New York Social Register as 
a son of S. R. Hopkins, sanitary 
engineer. 

Trackwalkers found the body yes- 
terday morning at the east end of 
a tunnel near Barret Station, west 
of Kirkwood.

REPORT TO SENATE 
URGES INFLATION 
10 AND: FARMER 


‘No Substantial Relief Pos- 
sible Until the Policy of 
Deflation Is Reversed,’ It 
Says. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 5.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s farm price and 
mortgage refinancing program, 
combined into one bill by the Sen- 
ate Agriculture Committee, today 
was reported formally to the Sen- 
ate, along with a recommendation 
that currency be inflated to check 


“the policy of deflation.” 

Chairman Smith (Dem.), South 
Carolina, of the Agriculture Com- 
mittee, in reporting the measure, 
which is designed to raise farm 
prices to the 1909-1914 levels and to 
permit the farmer to lower his debt 
burden, announced he would seek 
to expedite action. . 

Meanwhile, the Banking Commit- 
tee was putting the finishing 
touches on a réport on the mort- 
gage refinancing program, which it 
handled separately while the Agri- 
culture Committee added the mort- 
gage bill to its own price bill. 

The Banking Committee approved 
this bill today but revisions delayed 
formal presentation of the report. 
The Agriculture Committee said 
any recommendations of the Bank- 
ing Committee could be incorpo- 
rated on the Senate floor as amend- 
ments to the combined bill submit- 
ted by the Agriculture Committee. 

“No Substantial Relief.” 

The Agriculture Committee’s re- 
port expressed the opinion that “no 
substantial relief is possible for 
agriculture until the policy of de 
flation is not only checked but re- 
versed and a substantial sum of 
actual money is admitted and) if 
need be, forced into circulation.” 

THis section was prepared by 
Senator Thomas (Dem.), Oklahoma, 


rand bore the unanimous approval 


of committee members. Thomas 
originally sought to tack the infla- 
tion plan to the bill as an amend- 
ment, but accepted the compromise 
of presenting the argument for it 
instead. 

Inflation Argument. 


Expanding the inflation argument 
the report said: “We recommend 
that existing policies of selling bills, 
United States sectrities and de- 
flating the currency and credit be 
reversed and that a sufficient vol- 
ume of money be placed in circula- 
tion to replace the currency hoarded 
and to supplement the bank credit 
or deposit money now frozen in 
the banks of the country. 

“Agriculture demands an ade- 
quate supply of honest and sound 
money and reports that at this 
time we have neither. Agriculture 
does not demand a 50-cent dollar 
or an unsound dollar but does pro- 
test the retention of a 200-cent 
dollar.” 

The committee added that agri- 
culture wants the dollar’s value 
fixed “at that point to serve the 
best interests of the people, trade 
commerce and industry” and sta- 
bilized at that value. 

Mortgage Bill Approved. 

The Banking Committee put 
back in the bill provisions for Re- 
construction Corporation loans to 
levee, drainage and irrigation dis- 
tricts, with the maximum limit 
$50,000,000, which was eliminated 
yesterday by a subcomittee. 

The committee also added author- 
ity for the Federal land banks to 
lend to joint stock land banks up 
to 25 per cent of the principal of 
mortgages held by the joint stock 
banks, in an effort further to ease 
the agricultural credit situation. 

Another amendment gave the 
President authority to designate 
some one else to be administrator 
of the mortgage plan besides the 
farm loan commissioner, who is 
designated in the bill. Members 
said this authority was included in 
anticipation of the impending con- 
solidation of Federal farm credit 
agencies under the supervision of 
Henry Morganthau Jr., chairman of 
the Federal Farm Board. 

An effort of Senator Gore (Dem.), 
Oklahoma, to authorize the farmer 
holding joint stock land bank bonds 
to pay off his mortgage with the 
bonds at their face value was re- 
jected without a record vote. 

The mortgage bil: provides for 
Federal Land Banks to issue up to 
$2,000,000,000 in bonds to refinance 
mortgage debts at 4% per cent in- 
terest through the Federal Land 
Banks, and calls for Reconstruction 
Corporation loans to aid farmers 
to refinance other debts. 


A Treasury Explanation. 


The Treasury has made it known 
that it regards as erroneous any 
belief that the mortgage bill pro- 
vides for a Government bond issue 
of $2,000,000,000. It has pointed out 
that the honds would not be issued 
by the Government but that the 
Government would guarantee. only 
the interest and that, since all the 
issue might not be exchanged for 
farm paper, the actual outlay by the 
Government would be much less 
than the annual interest of $80,000,- 
000. The bonds might be accepted 
as eligible paper at Federal Reserve 
Banks, it was said, but would not 
be eligible as backing for currency.

It was understood the Gtrman 
Foreign -Office has recognized the 
impropriety of charges disseminat-

A correction by the 
press service and an apology to 
the American Consulate is expect- 
ed. 

The service, operated by two 
Hitlerites, charged the American 
Consulate with collecting accusa- 
tions made by Eastern Jews against 
the Nazis. George S. Messersmith, 
United States Consul-General, said 
“we strongly resent these unwar- 
ranted implications and will insist 
on immediate stoppage.” George 
A. Gordon, now in charge of the 
United States Embasy in the ab- 
sence of the Ambassador, took the 
matter up with the Foreign Office. 


Kosher Meat Barred. 

A further action against Jewish 
Commerce was taken when th 
Cabinet prohibited Kosher slaugh- 
tering throughout the country. The 
kosher slaughtering of animals and 


fowl is a Jewish ritual. Orthodox 
Jews may eat only kosher-prepared 
food. 

T. C. Catchpole, whose arrest by 
Nazi police was followed by ener- 
getic measures by the British Con- 
sulate, has been released. Authori- 
ties gave no explanation of the de- 
tention of Catchpole, international 
secretary of the Society of Friends, 
except the statement that he was 
released because “he was not sus- 
pected of trying to evade trial or 
of hiding evidence.” 

Unofficial reports in political cir- 
cles said that Vice-Chancellor 
Franz von Papen and Capt. Her- 
mann Goering, leading Nationalist 
and National Socialist members re- 
spectively of the Hitler Cabinet, 
would go to Rome this week-end to 
confer with Premier Mussolini.

CHARGES OHIO BANK OFFICIAL 
CAUSED LOSS TO DEPOSITORS 


Suit Alleges State Commissioner 
Failed to Protect $5,000,000, Seeks 
Collection of Bond. 

By the Associated Press. 

CLEVELAND, April 5.—A  peti- 
tion charging that depositors of the 
closed Standard Trust Bank have 
lost $5,000,000 because of the “acts 
and conduct” of Ira J. Fulton, State 
Superintendent of Banks, and ask- 
ing collection of his $50,000 surety 
bond, was filed in Common Pleas 
Court yesterday by Leo M. Ascher- 
man, an attorney and depositor in 
the bank. 

A casualty company (National, 
Detroit) was named defendant with 
Fulton. The petition said the com- 
pany had provided Fulton’s. bond. 
Ascherman asserted in the petition 
that the suit was brought in behalf 
of himself and all other depositors, 
of whom there are about 30,000. 

It also charged that since Fulton 
assumed office on Feb. 13, 1931, un- 
til the bank closed in December, 
1931, the bank’s directors “did will- 
fully, knowingly and fraudulently 
conspire to violate the provisions of 
the Banking Act of Ohio” and that 
Fulton, “although knowing the 
bank’s assets would be insufficient 
to pay its debts, failed and neglect- 
ed to enforce the individual liabil- 
ity of the stockholders.”

WESTERN HORSE 

IN DERBY FIELD 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 5. — A 
romantic chapter in the annals of 
the American turf will be written 
it Head Play drives home in front 
of his more highly esteemed rivals 
in the renewal of the glamorous 
Kentucky Derby at picturesque 
Churchill Downs. 

Purchased for only $550 as a 
yearling in the fall Kentucky sales 
by his owner, Mrs. Willie Crump, 
wife of the former jockey, Head 
Play, a sturdy, blocky type of racer 
was rated one of the best of the 
Western juveniles last season, 
although beaten in seven of his 
dozen starts. 

With a pot of gold within reach 
of the comparatively poor owner 
of the colt, Head Play’s presence 
in the Derby will add a touch of 
unusual drama to the rich spring 
classic. Moreover if the colt 
triumphs the victory will be a vin- 
dication of the judgment of Mrs. 
Crump who recently refused to 
part with Head Play for a price re- 
ported at $25,000. 

Bargain of the Decade. 

Western horsemen believe the 
colt will prove to be the bargain 
of the present decade, not even ex- 
cepting Reigh Count. Out in the 
blue grass regions the legion of 
supporters of Head Play is fast 
growing as the realizaticn that he 
is the outstanding candidate rep- 
resenting the West in the Derby 
becomes more apparent. 

Head Play is bred not only for 
speed and stamina but endurance 
as well—essentials necessary to 
Derby hopefuls. My Play, his sire, 
is a blood brother to the im- 
mortal Man O’ War by Fair Play 
out of Red Head by that sterling 
distance runner of the Mid-West, 
King Gorin. 

Touching upon the high lights 
of his record last season the power- 
ful Crump color bearer gained his 
reputation by virtue of victories in 
the Cincinnati trophy at Latonia 
during July and in the Hawthorne 
Juvenile Handicap at Hawthorne 
the following month. In both races 
he proved much the best of his 
opponents, displaying speed of a 
dazzling order.

HINES SEES $1,203,000,000 
SAVINGS IN VETERANS’ CARE 


Estimate Under New Economy 
Program in Eventual Hospital 
Expenditures. ‘ 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 5.—Frank 


T. Hines, Veterans’ Administrator, 
reported to President Roosevelt to- 
day that the new ecenomy pro- 
gram would save the Government 


$1,203,000,000 in eventual expendi- 
tures for hospitals and veterans’ 
care alone. 

“The savings indicated,” said 
Hines, “are over and above those 
in connection with the operation 
of both hospital and domiciliary 
facilities which will prospectively 
accrue through material reductions 
in the present load for these ser- 
vices by reason of the provisions 
of the act of March 20, 1933, and 
regulations issued thereunder. 

“The savings of $1,203,000,000 are 
based upon estimates which indi- 
cate that 81,459 hospital beds would 
be required to meet the estimated 
maximum load under the World 
War Veterans’ Act of 1924 and 16.- 
373 hospital beds to provide for the 
proper ratio of this class of facility 
at the time of the estimated peak 
in soldiers’ homes.”

His Contract Not “Renewed, 


Donald Henderson Says Issue | 


Is ‘Academic Freedom.’ 


NEW YORK, April 5.—Donald 
Henderson, professor a@ economics 


at Columbia University, who has 
been active in various “revolution- 
ary” movements, will not have his 
contract renewed when it expires 
June 30, the university announced 
yesterday. Prof. Roswell C. Mc- 
Crea, head of the School of Busi- 
ness, said Henderson had been em- 
ployed on a yearly basis and that 
there never had been any commit- 
ment to renew the contract. 

Henderson, however, issued a 
statement saying “the facts in this 
situation raise clearly and definite- 
ly the issue of academic free- 
dom.” 

“Until a year ago last fall there 
was no question of my reappoint- 
ment,” Henderson said. “During 
the summer of 1931 I became more 
active in the revolutionary move- 
ment and received considerable 
publicity in the newspapers. 

“That fall I was advised by Prof. 
Tugwell to look for another job, but 
in case of lack of success I was 
not to be dismissed.” 

Henderson referred to Rexford 
Guy Tugwell, head of the Econom- 
ics Department and adviser to 
President Roosevelt, who has been 
appointed Assistant Secretary of 
Agriculture. 

Henderson was arrested iast Oc- 
tober when police dispersed a de- 
monstration of City - College 
students protesting against the dis- 
missal of Oakley Johnson, eco- 
nomics professor, and received a 
suspended sentence on a disorderly 
conduct charge. The previous 
month his wife had served 10 days 
in jail on a disorderly conduct 
charge growing out of a demon- 
stration at a Harlem relief bureau. 


Ouzels Predict Slow Thaw. 


YOSEMITE, '‘Cal.—The Ouzels say 
the snow will melt slowly. This 
peculiar dipper bird, marvelously 
adapted to securing its food in 
stream beds, builds its nest of moss 
on a rock near the water’s edge, 
but never so close that spring 
floods will menace it, it is assert- 
ed.

aout City Man Named Presi- 
dent of Depository Backed 
by General Motors.

DETROIT, April 5.—James In- 
glis, chairman of the board of di- 
rectors of the National Bank of De- 
troit, announced yesterday that the 
board had elected Walter S. Mc- 
Lucas of Kansas City president. 

The new president has for many 
years been chairman of the board 
of the Commerce Trust Co. of Kan« 
sas City. He is expected to arrive 
late today to assume his new du- 
ties. 


The announcement said that the 
appointment of McLucas, a mem- 
ber of the advisory council of the 
Federal Reserve Board in Wash- 
ington, was with the approval of 
Secretary of ‘the Treasury William 
H. Woodin and the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation. 

The R. F. C. and the General 
Motors Corporation jointly capi- 
ge the new bank, each putting 

in $12,500,000. 

McLucas has been a director of 
the National Credit Corporation, 
and was a leader in establishing 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpo- 
ration set up in the Kansas City 
district. ; 

In 1921 he became a vice-presi- 
dent of the,National City Bank of 
New York, but returned to Kansas 
City within a year to again become 
president of the Commerce Trust. 

After engaging in the livestock 
commission business in the early 
stages of his career, McLucas be- 
came vice-president and cashier of 
the Merchants Bank of St. Joseph, 
Mo., in 1908. In.1912 the bank was 
consolidated with the First Na- 
tional Bank of St. Joseph under the 
latter’s name and McLucas becamé 


its first vice-president.

BOTTLING OF 32 BERR 
IS UNDER WAY HERE 


Anheuser-Busch Plant Expects 
to Have 32,000 Cases Ready 
by Friday Morning. 


Bottling of the new 3.2 per cent 
beer began at 8 a. m. today at the 
Anheuser-Busch plant at Seventh 
and Pestalozzi streets. 

Taking beer manufactured be- 
fore the beer laws was passed, but 
which had been kept in sealed vats 
since then, an, additional force of 
600 men helped to rush the legal- 
ized product from barrels into bot- 
tles and the bottles into’cases. It 
was estimated that 1200 barrels of 
31 gallons each would be bottled 
today. 

Each barrel contains the equiva- 
lent of about 13 cases, so that by 
nightfall almost 16,000 cases will 
be standing in readiness. If the 
same rate is kept up tomorrow, 32,- 
000 cases, or 768,000 bottles, will be 
ready by 12:01 o'clock Friday 
morning, when, for the first time in 
13 years, it will be legal to trans- 
port beer. 

The company will fill all orders 
as rapidly as possible, giving the 
product to those who have obtained 
both their State and Federal li- 
censes. Customers have indicated 
that they will have their own 
trucks at the plant on Thursday 
night. In the sales department it 
was said that trucks from as far 
as Jefferson City, Hannibal, Spring- 
field and Cape Girardeau would be 
there to rush the beer back to the 
thirsty in their home towns. 

For the first few days the bottles 
will be packed only in the 24-bottle 
cases. Later cartons of six bottles 
each will be filled. Each bottle 
contains 12 ounces. A quantity of 
draught beer, in barrels and half- 
barrels, also will be ready for ship- 
ment Friday morning, although 
most of it will be bottled. 

Bottling at the Falstaff Brewery, 
3684 Forest Park boulevard, began 
last Thursday and has continued 
at the rate of about 5000 to 6000 
cases daily. Alvin Griesedick, 
president, said that the brewery 
was not encouraging midnight de- 
liveries tomorrow night, but that 
some local hotels and restaurants 
would have trucks there to get the 
product. 

Ne uniform policy will be fol- 
lowed by the St. Louis hotels on 
the serving of beer after 12 o’clock 
tomorrow night. Although none of 
them plans any “spetial celebra- 
tions,” some will serve beer “as 


soon as we can get it,” while others 
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will wait until 7 o’clock Friday 
morning before beginning the sale 
of it to guests. . 

Six hundred more Federal beer 
licenses were issued yesterday at 
the office of Louis J. Becker, Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue, making 
a total of 1800 issued since they 
were placed on sale last Saturday. 
Most of the licenses were for re- 
tailers. 


Applications for! State licenses re- 
ceived yesterday at the St. Louis 
office of e State Fopd and 
Drug psi odie 1604 ‘Chem- 
ical Building, totaled 314, making 
2446 received to date. Of this nhum- 
ber only 28 were fér wholesalers 
and of the remainder, applied for 
by retailers, almost 90 per cent 
were for “consumption on premises 
only.”

Cockell said the blimp 
lurched over when he pulled a zip- 
per rip in the helium bag to re- 
lease the gas for a quick landing 
on the beach, and was carried out 
over the water and crashed. ° 

The decision to attempt a land- 
ing, he said, was made because of 
a 45-mile wind which the crew did 
not want to fight to the naval air 
station at Lakehurst. 

Otto A. Kafke, pilot of the police 
seaplane, said he noticed the ship 
apparently was in trouble and 
turned his plane around toward it. 

“Suddenly it collapsed,” he said, 
“as though it had been struck in 
the middle, and crashed. We flew 
our plane over and landed and 
picked up four men who were 
in a life ring some 300 feet from 
the blimp, and one who was 100 
feet away. 

“The blimp was all crumpled up. 

“We saw the other two members 
of the crew swimming but before 
we could turn our plane around we 
lost sight of them. 

“My partner, acting Sergt. Jo- 
seph Forsythe, who had his fii- 
gers cut, was the real hero.” 

Kafke did not tell how he landed 
his plane on the choppy sea, and 
then taxied his plane through the 
heavy surf to the beach when he 
found the additional load would not 
permit it to rise from the water. 
Both of these feats were regarded 
as dangerous. 

Another Story of Crash. 

Another close observer of the 
crash was Capt. Charles Stoffer, 
who was flying in the vicinity with 
two Associated Press camera men, 
Joe Caneva and John Rooney, 
aboard his plane. 

“I saw the Navy blimp, J-3,” 
Stoeffer said, “bucking a violent 
and gusty wind about 15 miles off 
shore. 

“We flew above and watched the 
struggle. It seemed to be trying 
to reach the shore. 

“So far as I could observe, it al- 
most made it and was about 300 
feet in the air when a sudden gust 


of wind seemed to catch it broad-|. 


side and blow it seaward. 

“I saw the gondola rip off and 
fall into the water. The bag blew 
on another 200 yards and fell. The 
crew splashed into the water.” 


The beach here was lined with 
persons watching planes and ships 
searching for Akron survivors when 
the blimp fell.

Father Coughlin Says Funds in 
His Care Were Put in 
‘Sound Securities.’

DETROIT, April 5.—Father 


Charles E. Coughlin in a state t 
has replied to a recent assertion 
the Detroit Free Press that he u:

Charles E. Coughlin to investigate | 
his books and the books of the 
Radio League of the Little Flower 
Inc. (not for profit). 

“This investigation had been as- 
signed to these gentlemen. 

“Relative to Father Coughlin’s 
investing his own funds and funds 
from the Radio League of the 
Little Flower in Kelsey-Hayes and 
in Packard stock in the year’ 1929, 
the investigators found that the 
transaction was perfectly legal.

Since their completion they 
have been exhibited, mainly for 
charitable purposes, all over the 
country, and have already been 
viewed by approximately 50,000 peo- 
ple.

The walls 
have been covered in a dark brown 
cork material and the wide panes 
of glass have been fitted with 
chromium Venetian blinds which 
pull across the windows with 
chains.

for having completed his collection 
of Hudson River birds, his grand- 
father, Delano, had presented 
Franklin with a life membership 
in the museum, and the announce- 
ment of the honor had come to him 
in the form of an elaborately gold- 
decorated, engraved card.
